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Russian Missionary Names 
East Coast As Weak Spot 
For Bolshevik Propaganda 


The Eastern seaboard 
of 
the 
United States would be the m o st 
likely section to 
be 
infiltrated 
and imbued with propaganda of 
the Bolshevists 
or Communists, 
stated Dr. Richard Reuseh, Rus­ 
sian-born Lutheran missionary to 
Africa, 
Sunday, 
in a series 
of 
lectures at Bark River, Escanaba 
and Gladstone. 
The reason for this, stated Dr. 
Reusch, is that the people of this 
section, 
revolving 
about 
the 
amusement center of the 
world, 
hold religion lightly and are in­ 
clined 
toward 
a 
materialistic 
philosophy. 
Dr. Reusch, born 
of 
German 
parents in the Caucasus region of 
Russia, is at 
present 
teaching 
Russian history, Oriental religion 
and 
Christianity 
in 
Gustavus 
Adolphus college 
in 
St. 
Peter, 
Minn. In June, 1948 he 
will re­ 
turn to missions in Africa, 
fol­ 
lowing a year of lecture 
tours 
iiere. 
Russia Not Communistic 
In lectures that held audiences 
appalled and spell-bound Doctor 
Reusch told Christians of every 
denomination that Russia is rul­ 
ed despotically by the Bolshevik 
party. “Communism 
means that 
what you have is 
mine; 
what I 
have is yours. This does not exist 
in Russia today. The party 
says 
whatever is in Russia belongs to 
the party, but what 
the 
party 
possesses does not belong to the 
people.” 
Professor Reusch 
fought 
four 
years against the rise of the Bol- 
shevists in Russia, for a time un- 
< cr the Finnish General Manner- 
heim. In the early‘days of the re­ 
volution Professor Reusch said he 
jaw the Communfsts 
assassinate 
tile Orthodox priest of his church 
and decapitate two of his profes­ 
s e s , one a woman. 
He knew Stalin when the latter 
was 
expelled 
from 
a 
training 
school for the lower clergy, 
be­ 
cause of laziness. He remembers 
that Stalin, 
who 
succeeded 
to 
secretary 
general-ship 
of 
the 
Communistic 
party 
with 
tho 
death of Nicholai Lenin in 1924, 
had a deformity of the left arm. 
Stalin, son of a Georgian cobbler, 
and not much different from the 
Au tiian wallpaper hanger, 
was 
jailed several times in the early 
1900’s. On one occasion, said the 
scholar, 
Stalin 
escaped 
death 
punishment for robbing 
a bank 
by betraying six others who were 
accomplices. 
During a term in the 
Siberian 
mines, Doctor Reusch said, Stalin 
wrote numerous political articles 
under tile name Stalin, 
meaning 
man of the steel mines. 
Stalin’s 
/liven name is, of course, 
Joseph 
Djugashvili. 
Vishlnskv Conscience Stricken 
The revival of the 
Communist 
Internationale recently 
has 
de­ 
finitely indicated a return to the 
philosophy of world 
revolution, 
abandoned 
by 
Stalin 
and 
his 
Party when they were 
initiating 
industrialization in 
Russia 
and 
engaged in World W ar II 
Karl 
Marx in his “Das Capital" taught 
that 
communism 
can 
flourish 
only in an Industrial nation and 
the Russian adherents 
are 
well 
aware of the fact. 
Thus 
indus­ 
trialization continues despite 
the 
hunger of the Russians. 
Doctor Reusch declared that lf 
the Russians had made as much 
progress as they claim, the coun­ 
try would be teeming with indus­ 
try and they would not need the 
Iron Curtain. “It exists only on 
paper.” 
Vishinsky’s accusations of war 
mongering spring from two caus­ 
es at least. Perhaps, num ber one, 
said the small-statured scholar, is 


that creating a fear of w ar 
by 
capitalists is essential to maintain 
unity and control over the mass 
of Russian people. The other 
is 
that the 
Russian 
mind, 
when 
stricken with guilt, accuses other 
persons of

African pagans are ruled by a 
fear of evil spirits. These spirits 
are said to be embodied in twin 
babies, children whose teeth ap­ 
pear too early, old people and or­ 
phans. Those are killed by letting 
them fall over cliffs or by exile 
into the interior of central

rica, in the Tanganyika territory. 
Cannibalism still exists. Tribes 
will not eat old or weak people 
nor 
children—only 
healthy, 
sturdy young warriors 
are suit­ 
able. The native 
tribal 
people 
believe that by eating the heart 
of a brave man, they are made 
more brave.
